Appliances  and  materials  are  available  for  the  disinfecting 
of  ships  which  would  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Port  Health  Inspector  or  one  of  his  staff. 


SECTION  VII  -  SMALLPOX. 

(l)  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  smallpox  cases 
are  sent  from  district. 


Cases  v.ould  be  sent  to  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 
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(2)  Arrangements  for  transport  of  such  cases  to  that  hospital  by 

ambulance,  giving  the  name  of  the  Authority  responsible  for  the 
ambulance  and  the  vaccinal  state  of  the  ambulance  crews. 

Cases  would  be  conveyed  by  the  Local  Authority’s  Ambulance 
Service  (Health  Division  No. 2, Lancashire  County  Council).  Ambu¬ 
lance  personnel  would  wear  protective  clothing  and  special  arrange¬ 
ments  would  be  made  for  the  disinfection  of  the  vehicle  and  the 
attendants,  etc.  Vaccinal  state  of  ambulance  personnel  at 
31. It. 52  was  as  follows  :-  28  men  out  of  a  total  of  33  were 
successfully  vaccinated  or  revaccinated  during  1952. 


(3)  Name(s)  of  smallpox  consultant s)  available.

(4)  Facilities  for  laboratory  diagnosis  of  smallpox. 


The  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary 
is  a  recognised  laboratory  in  the  list  issued  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service.  Specimens  of  material  for  diagnosis 
could  be  sent  either  direct  to  Prof . A. W.Downie  at  Liverpool,  or 
through  the  Pathologist  at  the  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary.
